RALEIGH, Oct. 6th, 

The Convention met at 10 o’clock, 
Mr. Jarvis in the chair. 

Prayer by Rev. Mr. Hassell, of the 
Convention. 

Journal of yesterday read and ap- 
proved. 

Mr. Coleman, from Committee on 
Judicial Department, submitted a 
report. 

UNFINISHED BUSINESS, 

Thesubstitute from the Committee 
on Suffrage and Elizibility to office 
for ordinances No. 39 and 232, was 
considered. It provides: 


That section 1, of Article VI, of the 
Coustitution, beameuded by striking 
out the word “‘thirty’’ in line 4, and 
inserting im lieu thereof the word 
‘*ninety,’’ and by adding at the end 
of said section the following words: 
**But no person who, upon conviction 
or confession in open court, shall 
hereafter be adjudged guilty of felony, 
or of any other crime infamous by 
the laws of this State, shall be en- 
titled to vote at any eleetion under 
the laws of this State, unless such 
person shall be restored to the rights 
of citizenship in a mode prescribed 
by law,’’ 

So that said section, a3 amended, 
shall read as follows: 


“SECTION 1.) Every male person 
born in the United States, and every 
person who has been naturali- 
Zed, twenty-one years old or upward, 
Whoshali have residedin this State 
tWelve inenths next preceding the 
election, and ninety days in the 
county in which he ofters to vote, 
Strail be deemed an elector. But no 
person who, Upou couviction or con- 
fession in open court, shall hereafter 
be adjudged guilty of felony, or of 
auy other crime infamous by the 
laws of this State, shall be eatitled to 
Voie at any election under the laws 
of Litis State, ubless such person shall 
be restored to the rights of citizen- 
ship in a mode prescribed by law.”’ 


The previous question having been 
Calied by Mr. Manning yesterday 
evening, 

Mr. French moved that the Con- 
vention do now take a recess until 
Saturday morning at 10 o'clock. 

Mr. Badger moved an amendment 
to 10 o'clock Friday. Lost by a vote 
of 20 to 85, 

Mr. French’s motion was lost by a 
vote of 22 to S4. 

Smwyth,col., movedan amendment 
proposing that atheism and malfea- 
sance in office shall be a bar to suf- 
frave and holding offive. Lost by a 
vote of 0 to 106. 

Mr. Justice’s amendment to strike 
out and insert 30 days residence, 
was lost by a vote of 52 to 57. 

Cary, col., an amendment that no 
person or persons thus disfranchised 
shall be required to pay public tax. 
Lost by a vote of 41 to 68. 

The second proposition to ‘amend 
by inserting’? was adopted by a vote 
of #4 to 44. 

In explaining his vote, Mr. Bux- 
ton, rep., objected seriously to the 
permanent disfranchisement thus 
propesed as being against the princi- 
ples of freegovernment. Such alaw 
might influence partizan Judges to 
do a wrong for party ends. 

Mr. Chamberlain, rep., called upon 
the members of the Convention to 
pause before they struck down the 
barriers which now protected the 
poorer classes of the people of the 
State. 

Crosby, col., in explaining his vote 
said he did not, in voting no, wish to 
be understood as endorsing thieves 
and other criminals with a view of 
benetitting himself, because it ws 
alleged that the larger number of 
criminalsin thesState were vo be found 
amoung the negroes, 

Smyth, col., in explanation, said 
this measure was intended to dis- 
franchise his people, and he pro- 
nounced these acts as “‘villainous’’— 
here he was ruled down by the Chair. 


Mr. Thorne, rep., attempted to ex- 
plain, but was ruled down by the 
Chair as not speaking to an explan- 
ation, 

Mr. Woodfin, rep., wished to ex- 
plain that he opposed all these in- 
novations upon the present laws as 
unjust and calculated to work barm 
tothe poor people. 

Page, col., said all that was asked 
by the colored people of the State 
was to make the laws impartial and 
uniform, and if they could not swim 
they should sink. But, he voted no 

The ordinance then passed its sec- 
ond reading by a-vote of 55 to 49. 

Mr. Barringer explained his vote 
in the negative by saying that he 
favored the proposition to exclude 
from voting all criminals, but oppos- 
ed the 90 days requirement. 

Mr. Badger moved to suspend the 
rules to take up the ordinance just 
passed and put it upon its third read- 
ing. 
Mr. French moved a recess until 4 
o’clock p. m. 

Mr. Badger moved to adjourn, Lost 
by a vote of 23 to 8v. 

Mr. Manning, of Chatham, moved 
to table the motions to take a recess. 
Prevailed by a vote of 59 to 6. 

Mr. French moved to adjourn. 
Lost by a vote of 21 to 76. 

A motion for the previous question 
was sustained by a vote of 59 to 3, 
only three Kepublicans voting. 

Mr. Badger’s motion to suspend the 
rules received 58 ayes to 1 nay, it re- 

quiring 61 votes to suspend. 
| Mr. Manniag asked that Mr. French 
be allowed to vote, he having been

Norr.—We wish to correct our re- 
port of yesterday’s proceedings, as to 
the remarks of Mr. Barringer.

B. did not favor the old county courts, 
but intermediate courts held by _ref- 
erees or arbitrators, without jury, so 
as to save expense and secure dis- 
pateh. 

In our report of yesterday's pro- 
ceedings a typographical error oe- 
curred; instead of Mr. Byrd it should 
have said that Mr. Boyd offered a.

4 ofthe Constitution, Deprives the 
Magistrates of jurisdiction under the 
present laws, and leaves the matter 
of arranging their jurisdiction in the 
hands of the Legislature. 

Mr. Manning of Chatham, moved 
gn amendment giving the right of 
appeal in all cases decided by the 
Justices of the Peace, «xtending the 
jurisdiction of the Justices to civil 
actions other than those furnished on 
contracts, Where the value of proper- 
ty in controversy does not exceed $389, 
Adopted. 

The ordinance thus amended then 
passed its third reading. 

Mr. Badger moved suspension of 
the rules to consider his resolution in 
relation tothe W. N. C. R. RK. It 
appearing that the restrictions in the 
oath taken by the members prevent- 
ed any legislation upon this subject, 
the motion to suspend was lost. 

Mr. Holton moved asuspension of 
the rules to take up an ordinance in- 
troduced by himself, relating to the 
relief of the disabilities of Gov. Hol- 
den, submitting the question to the 
people as a separate ordinance. The 
Conyention refused to suspend. 

Ordinance to add 3 sections to art. 
4 of the Constitution, so as to provide 
for the removal of Judges by the 
Legislature and Clerks of the Courts 
by the Judges. 

Mr. Jarvis called the previous ques- 
tion, which call was sustained. 

The ordinance then passed its sec- 
ond reading by a vote of 58 to 33. 

Mr. Badger asked that substitute 
art. 4 

The 
substitute provides that the Judges 
be elected by the people. Passed its 
second reading.

We arealways loth to advise in 
cases where the courts have already 
solemnly adjudicated. We are al- 
ways reluctant to ask Executive 


clemency where crime apears to have 


been fairly and fully proved. There 
is already a sulticlent tendency in the 
pardoning power to yield to its own 
impulses of tenderness or to the so- 
licitations of the friends of one con- 
victed of crime. Justice is often de- 
feated, often cheated, often outraged, 
by unmanly weakness, or too feeble 
resistance to the appeals of friends.— 
A Governor need more ofien be sus- 
tained in his purposes to see justice 
executed than be encouraged in his 
tenderness toward the criminal. 

The Elwood case, however, pre- 
sents features Which seem to be ex- 
ceptional. It appears to be one where 
the rules of evidence seem to 
haye beed strained too rigidly against 
the accused. According to the view 
presented by our correspondent, (and 
they are founded not only upon his 
own observation, but that of distin- 
guished lawyers, members of the jury 
and others, the main feature upon 
which the conviction was had, to 
wit, the presumption of malice, falls 
to the ground. The killing is not de- 
nied, but the essence of murder, mal- 
ice, fails, 

We think therefore that his Excel- 
leney can safely yield to the views of 
our correspondent, and spare the life 
ofthe unhappy Elwood, either by un- 
conditional pardon, or commutation 
of punishment: 

RALEIGH, N. C., Oct. 6, 1875. 


To the Editor of the News: 


Sin:—It will be remembered that 
at the May term of Mecklenburg Su- 
perior Court, William Elwood, of 
Cleaveiand county, was tried and 
convicted of the murder of Alexander 
Sanford, on the 17th of May, 1874; 
and was sentenced to be hanged on 
June 18th. 

An appeal was taken tothe Su- 
preme Court. The decision of the 
Court below was sustained, and at 
August term of that Court, the pris- 
oner was sentenced to be hanged on 
October Sth, 1875—that is, day after 
to-morrow, 

Nothing now stands between El- 
wood and the halter but the Gover- 
nor of North Carolina. Healone can 
save the doomed man’s neck. To 
him, then, the eyes of all are turned, 
0 feel an interest in the prisoner’s 
ate. 

The Governor has ben earnestly 
solicited to pardon the prisoner, Mou- 
ster petitions from the citizens of 
Mecklenburg, Cleaveland, Ruthers 
ford, Lincoln and Gaston counties, 
have gone up praying Executive 
clemency for the unfortunate man. 
Appeals are made to his Excellency’s 
sympathies. He is beseeched to par- 
don, or at least cotamute the sent- 
ence. 

Will he doit? Ought he to doit? 
Ought he to interpose the Executive 
arm, and shild a convicted prisoner 
from the sword of the law? 

I think he should. I believe that 
if Elwood suffers the death penalty, 
it will be the sword of the law strik- 
ing down one who has never yet been 
found guilty of the crime wherewith 
he is charged. In my opinien—an 
opinion based upon a thorough 
knowledge of all the facts in the case, 
the evidence, the rulings of the 
Courts, &c., I believe that his exeeu- 
tion would be nothing less than 
JUDICIAL MURDER, 

Why ? because the jury who con- 
victed Elwcol say, ina paper earn- 
estiy recomending his pardon : **We 
are firmly of the opinion that Elwood 
should not suffer death. As jurors 
we had great doubt that the shooung 
was done in mulice, and so told the 
court, but his honor instructed us 
that the law affixed the malice by 
presumption. But it was our duty 
to convict the defendant which we 
did. But having vindicated the law, 
we now appeal to your excellency 
for his pardon,”’ 

The twelve jurors sign this state- 
ment. 

Is it possible that a man—a citizen 
of North Carolina, to suffer the awful 
ful death-penalty,when the jury who 
tried him, say they have great doubts 
asto his guilt? What becomes of 
that sacred principle of the law, that 
when there is a doubt—even the 
shadow of a doubt, as to the guilt of 
a prisoner, that the prisoner shall 
have the benefitof thatdoubt? And 
that other principle so rooted in our 
judicial system, that it is betterfthat 
ninety-nine guilty men should es- 
cape, than that one innocent man 
should suffer? 

These bulwarks of safety for innoc- 
ent men seem to have been departed 
from in this ease; and Elwood is to 
fall a victim toa bloody rule of evi- 
dence. The bar of Charlotte, includ- 
ing a learned ex-.udge and a distin- 
guished member of the Constitution- 
al Convention, say they are familiar 
with the facts of the trial, and that 
‘there are great doubis as to the exist- 
ence of malice in the killing,’ and 
that this is ‘ta case where the strict 
administration of tke law would pro- 
bablv work an injustice,’”’ and theres 
fore thev recommend his case as a 
proper One for the exercise of execu- 
tive clemency. 

A half hour after the trial one of 
the jurymen toid me that he did not 
believe Elwood — of murder: 
But he believed he killed Sanford 
accidentally ; that he agreed to the 
verdict of murder because under the 
instructions ofthe court, he would 
not do otherwise; and that several 
other jurymen coincided with him iu 
his opinion that the shooting was 
accidental and not done in malice. 

The prisoner is a victim ofthat bar- 
barous rule of evidence which ims 
plies malice, when the killing is with- 
out provocation. 

Such is the case. The duty of his

The Wilmington Journal joins us 
in the appeal to the Convention to 
do something for the advancement 
of the mannfacturing interests. 
Nothing would more rapidly devel- 
ope the resources of North Carolina 
than such encouragement, and noth- 
ing else would so powerfully con- 
duce to her suecess in the race with 
Georgia and Tennessee. 

T he exemptions we know are open 
to objections, and we would avoid 
making any unfair discriminations. 
But we believe that the prosperity of 
the State would be so immediately 
and sensibly developed, that we are 
willing to try what has been follow- 
ed by such fortunate results else- 
where. North Carolina is poor, in 
some senses; she will not become 
rich by treading always in old 
tracks. 

THE STATE SENATE. 

In the discussion of the question 
to reduce the number of Senators, 
it may be well to refer as a guide to 
the practice of other States. The 
number, at present 50), it is proposed 
to reduce to 24. We have shown 
that this is objectionable as depri- 
ving the West of all weight in the 
body. A reduction to 33, which is 
a fair average number, might be ad- 
missible. 

In these States, it will be seen 
that the average number of Sena- 
tors is 33, the highest being in Iili- 
nois 51, and the lowest in Delaware 
9. The table will be a good guide 
for those who have the matter in 


first provides that no person who, 
upon conviction, or confession shall 
hereafter be adjudged guilty of fel- 
ony shall be entitled to vote at any 
election under the laws of this State, 
unless such person shall be restored 
to the rights of citizenship in a mode 
prescribed by law.” 

The right of suffrage is one of the 
highest privileges exercised by the 
freeman. It is his right to par- 
ticipate in all the affairs of govern- 
ment, to direct all its operations, to 
regulate the imposition of taxes, to 
arbitrate upon the lives and properiy 
of his fellow-citizens. It is a right 
eminently iu the power of society to 
bestow—eqnually in its power to re- 
culate or withdraw. With its high 
privileges and powers, it is evident 
that it should be committed only to 
the charge of the honest and the 
intelligent. But the American system 
has been exceeding!y liberal, and has 
exacted no qualification except that 
of residence and freedom from the 
stigmas imposed by conviction for 
crime. 

But the radical constitation of 
1868, in its eagerness to bid for po- 
pularity or to embrace in the fold of 
the radical party a class more than 
allopen to the operations of the 
criminal law, removed all obstruc- 
tions and gave to all, the honest man 
and the felon alike, this sacred right, 

T he ballot is polluted by the pres- 
ence at the polls of the convict 
fresh from the Penitentiary, ready 
to enter upon a new career of crime; 
of the prisoner from the county jail, 
his limbs still seared with the mark 
of his chains. Side by side, virtues 
and crime, well earned right, and 
justly forfeited privileges contend 
for the regulation of the affairs of 
State, the vote of this latter often 
defeating the will of the other. 

The bill, of course, meets with 
opposition from the Radical side of 
the House. It strikes at a class 
which is most prolific in its covtribu- 
tions to the annals of justice.

Srock GAMBLING IN SCOTLAND.— 
We learn tbat the Clasgow stock 
brokers have recently discovered a 
new method of speculation. They 
don’t sell “short” orereate “eorners,’’ 
but they buy and sel! prospective di- 
vidends. The modus operandi is us 
follows: Mr. Jones pays Mr. Smith 
three per cent. for a tuture dividend 
on a railway stock. If the railway 
declares its dividend, Mr. Jones is the 
loser, and if the dividend is four per 
eent., Mr. Smith is the gainer. So 
extensively is this practice indulged 
inthat the following circularhas been 
ixsued by the Stock Exchange: “At-
